INCREASES TENSION 


The incident heightened grow- 
ing tension between the police 
and the troops under the control 
of Congolese strongman Col. Jo- 
seph Mobutu. 


The clash occurred shortly be- 
fore Kasavubu took off for Paris 
. and New York. His plane was 
‘ bogged down shortly afterward 
in Cameroons by engine trouble. 


Kasavubu was accompanied on 
the journey by Justin Bomboko, 
chairman of Mobutu's college of 
high commissioners, who loosed 
a new blast at the U.N. before the 
jetliner took off from Brazza- 
ville, across the Congo River. 


BLAMES U.N. 


Bomboko charged the U.N. was 
responsible for the Congo crisis. 
He said that in recent days U.N. 

' forces in the Congo had “‘resorted 
to heavy vehicles and flame 
, throwers” and disclosed he had 
sent a cable to Hammarskjold 
. protesting against the dispatch of 
“deadly arms destined to be used 
‘against the Congolese people.”’

Under terms 
of the bill, the state could place 
its sovereignty as a barrier be- 
tween the federal government and 
the people, Then, if Louisiana con- 
siders a federal order of law un- 
constitutional, the state could 
merely disregard it. The bill also 
makes it a crime for anyone to 
move to carry out school integra- 
tion.

HAVANA (UPI)—The Fidel Cas- 
tro government has ordered the 
U.S. embassy private plane re- 
moved from the Camp Liberty air- 
field, apparently to prevent per- 
sons from the United States from 


seeing a buildup of Communist 
arms in the camp, it was disclosed 
Sunday. 


The twin-engine C47 transport 
since last Wednesday has been 
hangared at the Jose Marti air- 
port. Informed sources said the 
order to transfer the plane from 
Camp Liberty was issued by Raul 
Castro's defense ministry. 


The sources said the crew was 
permitted to enter Camp Liberty 
only at night to fly the plane to 
Jose Marti airport. 


‘SCHOOL CITY’ 


Although the Castro regime has 
proclaimed Camp Liberty a 
“school city’’ housing the min- 
istry of education, sources said 
Premier Castro was using it as a 
storage spot for huge quantities 
of Czech and Soviet arms—and 
did not want persons from the 
United States to see them. 


Activities of Russlan, Czech, 
Polish and Red Chinese ‘‘techni- 
cians’’ in Cuba has increased in 
recent weeks. Observers estimated 
Sunday that there are some 4,000 
such technicians, most of them 
apparently military men. Many of 
them are operating in eastern 
Cuba, near the U.S. naval base 
at Guantanamo Bay.

WASHINGTON (UPI)—Women voters may wield 
decisive power Tuesday in determining whether John F. 
Kennedy or Richard M. Nixon is the next president of 


the United States. 


It is possible that they will out: | 
number male voters for the first 
time in the history of U.S. presi- 
dential elections. 


The Census Bureau reported 
that there are now 3.4 million 
more women than men of voting 
age—56.1 million women to 52.7 
million men. 


The women’s division of the Re- 
publican National Committee esti- 
mated that there would be 163,000 
more female than male votes if 
the same percentage of eligible 
voters of both sexes goes to the 
polls as in 1956. That would figure 
out to 32,061,000 women compared 
to 31,898,000 men. 


Both the Democratic and Re- 
publican parties reported that 
more women are active in this 
year’s campaign than ever be- 
fore. They viewed this as a sign 
that a bigger percentage of eligi- 
ble women would vote this year 
than in previous elections. 


One study estimated that 57.6 
per cent of the eligible women 
voters cast ballots in the 1956 
presidential election, against 60.9 
per cent for the men.

The Atlanta Constitution restates its 
support for Sen. John F. Kennedy's can- 
didacy for President. 

We believe his election tomorrow will 
bring vitality to the nation in a decade 
of challenge. 

He has demonstrated precision of mind 
and strength of purpose in his campaign. 
He has proved his maturity. He has 
fought effectively to be elected, and this 
has left some bruises. But his record in 
public office indicates he uses power 
with balance and sound judgment. He is 
not an extreme man. He has upon him, 
as Walter Lippmann has said, the marks 
of a governor and ruler of men. The peo- 
ple have responded to him. 


He has pledged to get American for- 
eign policy moving in the 1960s, to back 
it with balanced military strength and to 
buttress it with an economy freed, as far 
as possible, from the cycles of boom and 
bust.

Kennedy and the 40 million Americans 
of his faith cannot fittingly be deprived 
of the same constitutional right the Prot- 
estant majority claims. If he is to be 
penalized for his religious faith, then we 
are not living up to the Constitution. 

We believe Sen. Lyndon Johnson’s 
presence would place a calm hand in the 
inner councils of this Democratic admin- 
istration. By selecting him, Sen. Kennedy 
outraged extreme Democratic liberals. 
But by doing it he demonstrated the 
breadth needed to govern all of Amer- 
ica. The act gave recognition to the dif- 
fering philosophies which check and bal- 
ance the Democratic Party, and showed 
respect for them. 

sen. Kennedy would, as president, be 
in position to work constructively with a 
Senate controlled by his own party. A 
Republican in the White House, lacking 
Mr. Eisenhower’s prestige and the help 
of Senate Majority Leader Johnson, could 
be hobbled by the Democratic Senate. 

We would like to see a two-party sys- 
tem_in Georgia. But we are not among 
those who feel they can bring this about 
by voting for a Republican president 
while leaving state and local offices tidily 
in the hands of one party. It is in the state 
and localities that the second party is 
needed, to scrutinize and oppose the activ- 
ities of the party in power. A Republican 
president has beén in Washington for 
eight years but Georgia offices still are 
dominated by one party. 

For many reasons we feel it is correct 
for the South to support Sen. Kennedy. 
But the chief reason is that we feel he 
would make a good president for the na- 
tion, of which the South is a part.

In Israel, U.A.R. 


New Moves Seen

WASHINGTON—Israel and the 
United Arab Republic are renew- 
ing their arms race, according 
to diplomatic reports from the 
Middle East. 


The Israelis are reportedly con- 
vinced that the U.A.R. forces 
have substantially recovered from 
the 1956 war in which great quan- 
tities of Egyptian arms were de- 
stroyed in Sinai. 


But the Israelis are said to be 
less worried about the quantita- 
tive than about the qualitative 
growth of U.A.R. air, ground and 
sea power. They feel that the 
increase of U.A.R. strength in 
relation to that of Israel results 
from the increasing skill of the 
Egyptians—and Syrians—in using 
their Soviet-Bloc weapons. 


ARABS WORRIED TOO

Memory of it comes back now 
because a movie, “Inherit the 
Wind,” based on the play of 
that name, has been a part of 
Dayton, Tennessee’s 35th anni- 
versary celebration of the trial 
of the young science teacher, 
John Scopes. 

It was a preposterous, yet 
meaningful sort of drama, pit- 
ting Clarence Darrow against 
William Jennings Bryan. It has 
tremendous entertainment im- 
pact. 

The movie will surely stir up 
fundamentalist Biblical defend- 
ers who regard the King James 
version as being the literal 
words of the Nazarene and whe 
insist they must, therefore, be 
taken literally. 

William Jennings Bryan was 
the real tragedy of what started 
as a publicity stunt to ‘‘put Day- 
ton on the map.”’ He was a spe- 
cial prophet. Many of the re- 
forms he spent years in urging 


came into being during the ad- 
ministrations of Woodrow Wil- 
son and Franklin Roosevelt. 

But he lived too long. And his 
fundamentalist beliefs were no 
longer acceptable in the centers 
of learning. By the time he came 
to Dayton the bugles had gone 
from his voice and the nation 
had turned away. 


TRACY’S ROLE 

The movie, based on the Day- 
ton trial, but not a story of it, 
includes an actor, Fredric 
March, who looks astonishingly 
like Bryan. Spencer Tracy has 
the part which Clarence Darrow 
played in the real trial.
